Return ALL Prisoners 


The latest and the nastiest complication in 
the return of Communist-held prisoners at Pan- 
munjom is the tacit admission by the Reds that 
they may be holding back some allied soldiers. 

A direct question by the United Nations Com- 
mand on this point still awaits an answer. But 
the Peiping radio has been arguing that the 
Communists have a right to retain Allied prison- 
ers charged with an “indictable offense.” 

Every effort must be made, chiefly by check- 
ing with prisoners already returned, to deter- 
mine whether some of their companions are 
being so held, and to what number. Then the 
strongest demands should be made on the Com- 
munist authorities, and a memorandum should 
also be prepared for the neutral commission 
which is to police the truce. 

As a matter of fact, a Communist scheme to 


hold any prisoners against their will seems — 


rather foolhardy, The UN forces hold so many 
more of their men than they have of ours that 
the most obvious sort of pressure can be applied, 
let the Reds call it “blackmail” if they will. 

A case of sorts might be made for the con- 
tinued imprisonment of ‘a P.O.W. who commit- 
ted a murder or some other crime while in the 
detention camp and who was then properly 
tried and convicted—with due notice given to 
his own government. But the cases here in- 
volved do not fall into that category at all. 
Most of the men apparently were “convicted” 
after the signing of the truce or in the very last 
stages of the negotiations. 

One basic principle, we feel, should govern 
the situation: All prisoners who desire to be ex- 
changed should be turned over. No men should 
be held against their will. That is the unmistak- 
able meaning of the truce agreement. 

The United States has the right to insist on 
this in the firmest terms, and it is entitled to 
take the strongest measures to insure complience. 
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One Good Result 


One good result has indirectly come from the 
efforts of some Western stockmen to gain vested 
rights to grazing lands in the national forests, 
Advocates of the bill sponsored by Representa- 
tive D’Ewart of Montana relied upon the con- 
tention that the measure would make grazing 
regulations in the national forests uniform with 
those on the lands covered by the Taylor Graz- 
ing Act. Attention was thus sharply drawn to 
the Taylor Grazing Act, and ta the question 
whether it itself was good enough legislation. 

That act, passed 19 years ago, gives consider- 
able authority over more than 145,000,000 acres 
of land to district advisory boards. These boards 
are composed almost entirely of stockmen. The 
only other interest represented is wildlife, with 
one of the five members, and that one member 
does not have a vote. : 

Grazing is not the most valuable use of these 
lands. The most valuable use is water conserva- 
tion. One authority estimates the lands are 
worth $5 an acre for grazing but $50 an acre 
for water supply. 

Representative Metcalf of Montana, a former 
Associate Justice of the Montana Supreme Court, 
is among those who think the Taylor Grazing 
Act is lopsided and inadequate. He has intro- 
duced a bill to give places on the advisory 
boards to representatives of watershed protec- 
tion, timber, recreation, and the public, as well 
as grazing and wildlife, each to have one vote. 

In addition the Metcalf bill would prevent 
stockmen from. keeping grazing permits indefi- 
nitely as they may now do, under the Taylor 
Act, if the public acreage is used in combination 
with privately-owned land which has been put 
up as security for a loan. 

The Metcalf bill ‘would thus affirmatively out- 
law what the D’Ewart bill sought to accomplish 
—permanent, vested private rights in public 
land, While it stands no immediate chance of 
enactment, eventually the Metcalf bill should be 
passed. When that is done, a predatory lobby's 
attempt to persuade Congress to repeat past er- 
rors will have been used by Congress as a re- 
minder to correct those errors instead, 
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New Assault on the Budget 

Administration budget officials are making 
strenuous efforts to reduce federal spending be- 
low the levels authorized by Congress. They 
have taken on a most difficult job. 

The job is difficult because the appropria- 
tions passed by Congress were $3,800,000,000 be- 
low those recommended by the Administration 
itself. And it is difficult because Congress 
achieved most of its reductions in areas where 
there may be little leeway for further cuts un- 
less Administration policies are to be changed. 

Congress lopped $12,600,000,000 off the last 
Truman budget. About half of that reduction 
came out of the defense budget. Another one- 
fourth came out of new funds for foreign aid. 
The remaining one-fourth represented cuts in 
funds for other operating expenses. In billions, 
here are the figures:

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Hot-Rod Moore Again 


Young Robert H. Moore’s uncanny ability to 
hang on to his driver's license in the face of re- 
peated arrests for carelessness and speed behind 
the wheel may be just about a thing of the 
past, and high time, too. 

As a result of his latgst brush with police— 
this time following a high-speed chase by Rock 
Hill and Glendale officers—the state is ready 
to step in. “That is one license I think we ought 
to get,” says the state license supervisor at Jef- 
ferson City.

In the last four years, Moore has been con- 
victed of traffic violations on eight occasions, 
but he always comes back for more. The secret 
to what appears to he his marvelous immunity 
is that so long as he was not convicted of care- 
less and reckless, driving three times in two 
years the state could not act. 

This time, though, the state thinks it has a 
case. If it has, revocation of the young thrill 
driver's license will be automatic. And most 
people will agree with the judge who told him 
in 1949: “You have no business driving a car.“ 
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The Ghost of FEPC 


President Eisenhower has set up a new com- 
mittee on employment discrimination, and just 
at first blush his move looks a trifle political. 

The committee is a new version of an old 
one, appointed by President Truman two years 
ago to police the long-standing non-discrimina- 


tion clause in federal contracts. There seems to 


be no reason for reorganizing the committee ex- 
cept to add representatives of the public, as 
well as of federal officials, to its membership. 
And there seems to be no reason for having 
public members unless the committee is going 
to broaden its work to cover employment out- 
side of federal contracts. 

In that spirit, it is announced that the com, 
mittee will encourage an educational program 
aimed at eliminating “the basic cause and costs 
of discrimination in employment.” 

Thus the Administration appears to be taking 
a small step toward an FEPC—or at least a 
step which can be represented as such in the 
Northern cities» where FEPC is a live political 
‘issue. At the same time, the approach ‘is so ten- 
tative that, where FEPC is frowned upon, it 
can be. treated as merely a routine orcement 
of the non-discrimination clause in federal con- 

If a Democratic Administration had taken 
this step, it would probably be.accused of mak- 


Ing a cunning appeal for minority group votes. 


Politics may or may not have been a factor in 
the decision at the summer White House, but 
in any case progress toward equality of employ- 
ment opportunity ought to be an acceptable 
ideal for both parties. If the President’s new 
committee contributes to such progress, it will 
be well worth while. 


Iron Hand in Cuba 

Since President Batista took power in Cuba 
17 months ago, the island has returned to an 
old pattern of rebellion and oppression. 

The background of this retreat is that in June, 
exiled opponents of President Batista agreed to 
establish a provisional government ‘if Batista 

were overthrown. In July, a group of young 
and poorly armed rebels made an attack on a 
Santiago garrison. Eighty were killed. 

President Batista easily put down this revolt, 
yet within two weeks after it had occurred he 
imposed the most stringent rule by decree that 
‘Cuba has seen since Dictator Machado was over- 
‘thrown in 1983, Hundreds of his critics have 
been summarily tossed in jail and constitutional 
guarantees have been suspended. Anybody con-

Head of Missouri farm group says depression already exists in 
agriculture and history shows that trouble on farm spells trouble 
in cities, too; urges Administration to stop apologizing for price 
support policy; must we learn lesson of 30s over again? 


F. V. Heinkel, President, Missouri Farmers’ Association, 
in The Missouri Farmer 


There’s no use in turning our heads 
the other way any longer. We're hav- 
ing a depression in agriculture. And 
city people might just as well get ready 
for the economic storm, because a gen- 
eral depression follows a farm depres- 
sion as night follows day. 

Farm prices have been gradually 
lowering while prices of goods farmers 
must buy that enter into their produc- 
tion costs have been increasing. 

The economic squeeze farmers have 
been feeling, and which has been aggra- 
vated these past two years by drouth, 
is being felt on the 
main streets of our 
towns. Before long, 
it will make itself 
felt in our big 
cities. Here and 
there we shall soon 
hear of layoffs and 
growing unemploy- 
ment. 

It will first show 
up in the farm im- 
plement _ factories 
and other indus- 
tries directly re- 
lated to agricul- AF RS 
ture. Later the F. V. Heinkel 
creeping paralysis 
will be felt by the industries that serve 
farmers directly . . . such as steel and 
motors and parts that go into farm 
machinery. 

Why is this so? Why is it that farm 
depressions always precede general de- 
pressions? It is because agriculture is 
the nation’s basic industry. Seventy 
per cent in dollar value of all raw 
materials used in the annual opera- 
tion of our economy is produced by 
agriculture. 


The Gear Wheel of Prosperity 
The movement of farm products from 


producer to processor and to the con- 
mer 


su is responsible for a large part 
of available employment for our labor 
force. The rapid consumption of farm 
products through constant need and us- 

is the gear wheel which determines 
both employment and income. 

One farm worker produces enough 
food and raw materials for six other 
non-farm workers. During the past 25 
years every $1 of farm income has gen- 
erated an additional $7 in national in- 
come. 

The records show that every time 
farmers lose $1 in income all the other 
people in the nation lose $7. And so

when farm prices were at or near 
parity. A good illustration is the situ- 
ation which followed World War II. 

‘History shows that after every war 
there has been a depression — hard 
times, our forefathers used to call it. 
But there was an exception after the 
Second World War. Why? Because 
Congress provided price supports for 
farm products. 

Unfortunately, the new Secretary of 
Agriculture, no sooner than he came 
into office, began apologizing for the 
price support program. He was known 
to be unsympathetic with such congres- 
sional action to support farm prices be- 
fore he was appointed. His depressing 
talk and that of his assistants, plus the 
lack of unpreparedness for grain stor- 
age and numerous other related influ- 
ences, have caused the farm price struc- 
ture to sag. 

These sagging prices in the face of 
higher costs such as repeated increases 
in freight rates, incredses in steel prices 
and in the prices of other goods neces- 
sary to farm production, have been 
— bringing on the farm depres- 
sion, 


Vicious Vortex of Low Income 


Less net ineome to farmers forces 
them to spend less with local mer- 
chants. Bankers can’t lend money to 
farmers because of the declining farm 
prices. Merchants’ goods are backing 
up on their shelves. Their orders will 
be curtailed to manufacturers. Manu- 
facturers, with goods piling up, must 
lay off men. 

Thus the vicious spiral that began 
some months ago in a ure, un- 
noticed by most people ute of the 
unprecedented prosperity in our cities, 
will, unless something is done to stop it, 
finally pull the entire economy down 
into an economic abyss. |

The uniohs have agreed, 
however, that the publishers 
would be permitted to shut up 
shop today instead of Monday 
if they wished. ° 

A Communist-led attempt to 
spread the strike among labor- 
ers as well as civil employes ap- 
parently has failed so far. Offi- 
cial sources estimated that 2,- 
000,000 persons actually quit 
work although strike calls went 
out to 4,000,000. The stoppage 
included workers in the postal, 
telegraph, telephone, gas and 
electric service as well as rail- 
roads and coal mines. 

Against Economies. 

Government civil servants 
also left their jobs in the huge 
protest against Premier Joseph 
Laniel's economy decrees. 

Although the tension seemed 
lessening, there still was no in- 
dication of any abrupt break in 
the strikes. . 

The government has made no 
move to give in or talk to any 
union leaders while the strikes 
go on.

GOUVERNELR MORRIS 
DIES; WRITER, BANKER 


Great Grandson of Revolu- 
tionary Leader Succumbs 
in New Mexico. 


GALLUP, N.M., Aug. 15 (AP) 
— Gouverneur Morris, great 
grandson of the Revolutionary 
leader, Gouverneur Morris, who 
helped draft the United States 
Constitution,. died yesterday of 
a heart attack. He was 77 years 
old. 

Morris, widely known novelist 
and former Monterey (Calif. 
bank president, was stricken 
at his home near Coolidge, in 
the Indian country of Western 
New Mexico. He had matie his 
home for the last 14 years at 


the ranch of Mr. and Mrs. 


Charles Newcomb. Mrs. Morris 


died in 1939, soon after the cou- 
ple moved to New Mexico. 


Morris, a graduate of Yale in 
1898, was a war eorrespondent 
in France for the San Francisco 
Examiner for a short time dur- 
ing World War I. 


He moved from New York to 
Monterey, Calif., and built a 
palatial home in 1919 and a sea- 
side mansion at Manhattan 
Beach, Calif. He also had a plan- 
tation on an island near Tahiti. 

In 1923, he divorced his first 
wife, Elsie, whom he married 
in New York in 1905. Just after 
the divorce, he married his sec- 
retary, the former Ruth Wight- 
man, then 27, in Mexico. A year 
later, the ceremony was repeated 
at Monterey to satisfy California 
divorce laws. 

Morris movéd to Manhattan 
Beach in 1932 to be closer to 
the movie industry. At the time 
he was writing scenarios. 

In 1936, the Manhattan Beach 
home was the center of a scan- 
dal. A young man, Reid Russell, 
a close friend of Mrs. Morris 
was found shot to death on a 

rch swing.

One of them let the heart jack 
ride, and that was his Waterloo. 
East won the trick and simply 
exited safety with a heart. Then, 
when declarer led the spade 
queen, East was not altruistic 
enoligh to cover (and thereby ex- 
pose his partner's ten to. fi- 
nesse)—East waited to cover the 
spade jack, if and when led, and 
the consequence was that de- 
clarer had to lose a spade trick. 

The other declarer took a dif- 
ferent view about the heart fi- 
nesse. When West did not cover 
the heart jack, this South rea- 
soned that West did not have 
the heart queen, because with 
that card, West almost certainly 
would have covered; he could 
not know who had the heart ten, 
and by refusing to cover he 
might easily let South steal a 


trick. 

On this logical analysis, de- 
clarer went up with the heart 
king, cashed the club ace and 
ruffed the low club, then cashed 
the heart ace and led a third 
round of hearts. This put East 
in—and put the defense “hors 
du combat.” A club return by 
East would yield a ruff-and-dis- 
card; then the straight spade 
finesse would suffice. Actually, 
East returned a low spade, and 
this smothered West's ten and 
set up the same simple finesse 
situation. 

Ineidentally, the very fact that 
West at the second table was an 
expert helped the declarer in 
his decision about the heart play.

Polio Situation 


Here Encouraging 
By J. Earl Smith, M. D. 


St. Louis Health Commissioner. 


O DATE this year 53 res!- 

dent cases of poliomyelitis 

have been reported to the 
St. Louis Health Division. This 
compares with 27 resident cases 
reported for the corresponding 
period of last year and with 160 
resident cases reported for the 
same period in 1949, our peak 
polio year. Dr. J, Earl Smith, 
Health Commissiofer, hastens to 
point out emphatically that the 
increase in cases over last year 
in no sense constitutes an epi- 
demic and there is no occasion 
at this time for undue alarm. 

The Division of Medical 
Sciences of the National Re- 
search Council suggests that a 
polio epidemic is impending if a 
community reaches a rate of 40 
cases per 100,000 population 
within a period of not more than 
one or two months and has a 
sharply rising weekly incidence. 
Our rate at the present time is 
only about 6 per 100,000 and our 
weekly incidence has actually 
declined during the past week. 
It is quite obvious then that the 
polio situation in St. Louis is 
most encouraging. 

The chance of contracting 
polio in a non-epidemic area is 
about one in 10,000. Yet parents 
get panicky when polio is men- 
tioned. What they fear is that 
their children if they come down 
with polio will be left crippled. 
This happens only in a small 
minority of cases. Of 100 
individuals who contract
